In the case of a telephone or video-conference Interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next offlolal communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner Is not likely before an allowance or If other 
olroumstanoes diotate, the Form should be mailed promptly alter the Interview rather than with the next offlolal communication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Oate of Interview 

- Type of Interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of partlolpant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless It Includes, or Is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to Inolude, all of the applicable Items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

The Identification of the arguments Is sufficient (f the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of oourse, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
desorlbe those arguments Which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the Indication, "interview Record OK on me 
paper recording the substance of the Interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.
